3. Claims 59-72 are allowed. 

4. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the applicant specific surfactant described 
in formula IVb for use in a method for reducing surface defects of a semiconductor. Although 
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the surfactant has been used in other processes. These prior art processes would not render 
obvious the specific method described in instant claim 59. As such these claims have been found 
to be allowable. 

5. Bayes et al (US 6,261,466) has been cited to provide a general teaching of the state of the 
art in surfactant use with regard to defect reduction.
